As the president proceeded, 
however, and outlined his policy for 
the upbuilding of Alaska, ho caught 
ihe favor of his hearers and was 
loudly cheered.

Most of the Traders by Surprise. 


September Option 
Coes 
Up Four­ 


teen Cents— Eastern Man Thought 


to Have Engineered the Corner ii.

wheat 
“squeeze” which disturbed the ennui 
of speculative routine with a 14-cent 
advance In the September option on 
the board of trade here lacked none 
of the features of former years when 
“Old Hutch,” Cudahy, Patridge and 
others were wont to explode bombs 
under the trade. 
It was the cleanest cut of any cor­ 
ner in many years. 
The «o-called Patten deal of last 
spring was an open secret long before 
final delivery day, but the latest hap­ 
pening came out of a clear sky. 
Sep 
tember wheat had been lagging to 
ward the end with every evidence of 
ebbing vitality. 
For a month there 
had been practically nothing doing in 
the option. 
An 
occasional ignored 
bid at or slightly above the m arket 
price infrequently developed traces of 
nervousness in the "tone,” but the 
general tranquillity was undisturbed. 
September closed Wednesday at $1.06 
and sluggishly slept through most of 
Thursday’s session slightly above that 
figure. 
In a vague sort of way there was 
known to be a short interest out, but 
that some particular individual or 
clique had secured control of the long 
side was undreamed of by all not in 
the deal. 
The trader or traders in control are 
said to have held about 1,000,000 bush­ 
els, while the scattered shorts ran be­ 
tween 5,000.000 and 10,000,000, accord­ 
ing to the average expert guess on 
the subject in the absence of actual 
figures. In volume this does not be­ 
gin to compare some deals which 
board of trade history reveals, but in 
compact efficiency it is said to be the 
peer of any. 
No colossal winnings or 
losses are involved, although some of 
the weaker shorts were hard hit when 
“shoe string” resources are consid­ 
ered. The efforts of some of these to 
extricate themselves during the last 
frenzied half hour were described by 
a spectator as pitiful, a small sum 
multiplying into comparatively heavy 
losses with distressing rapidity. 


Riot of -the Shorts Began. 
September was at $1.07 when the 
riot of the shorts began. Conditions 
had been bearish and although Sep­ 
tember had held sturdily hi price, 
shorts still believed the break would 
come. Receipts 
in 
the 
Northwest 
continued heavy and Europe refused 
to buy, a situation usually followed by 
lower prices. 
As the final movement 
of the trading month drew near, and 
the break did not materialize, the ! 
true condition of affairs became ap­ 
parent. 
One long, with 5,000 bushels to his 
credit, snatched his profit at $1.10 and 
then watched what became of his 
sale. In the next thirty minutes it 
changed hands twenty-eight times on 
an advancing scale. The last man 
who secured it paid $1.20 for it. 
Be­ 
fore it rested in his hands brokerage 
commissions 
alone on the various 
transfers aggregated $350. 
One of the most influential traders 
on the board waited until the top had 
been reached, and then delivered the 
actual wheat at $1.20, 100,000 bushels 
of it. Little wheat came out until 
$1.1$ was reached. 
At this figure and 
above a neat profit was garnered. 
Deliveries 
amounted 
to 
615,000 
bushels, going to scattered interests. 
It was necessary to extend the de­ 
livery period three times before the 
last account was squared. The hour 
for delivery of actual wheat is from 
I : ?0 to 2 p. rn. 
It was 3:45 before 
the last transfer had been made. 
While several firms are reported to 
have profited by the deal, common re­ 
port credited control of September to 
an Eastern man. 
In some quarters 
it is insisted that the deal was ma­ 
nipulated by Chicago Interests. 
A furore in the oat pit occupied at­ 
tention during the forenoon session, 
but its lustre was dimmed later by 
the excitement in wheat.

IN ARCTIC SEAS. 


Mementos of Greely Expedition 
Found by Peary Aid. 


FOOD PERFECTLY PRESERVED. 


Professor Donald McMillan Ate Ex­ 
plorer's Provisions and Wore His 
Abandoned Coat—Racing Dope Sheet 
and Hymn Book Among Remnants 
of III Fated Expedition. 


Professor 
Donald 
McMillan 
of 
Worcester, 
Mass., topographer with 
the Peary expedition, although he did 
not go to the north pole, had, after 
Peary himself, the most interesting ex­ 
periences of any of those in the party. 
Remains of the expedition 
under 
Greely during his ill fated attempt to 
find the pole In 1881 to 1884 were dis­ 
covered by the scientists at Fort Con­ 
ger, on Lady Franklin bay, in latitude 
81.44. Canned vegetables, including po­ 
tatoes, hominy and rhubarb; some pem­ 
mican and tea and coffee were discov­ 
ered In great quantities. 
“They were still good, too,” said Pro- 
fessor McMillan. 
“ I know, for I ate 
some of them myself. Sergeant David 
R. Brninerd’s trunk was found intact. 
I used it as a shelter in taking my ob­ 
servations to protect me from storms.” 
Iii May, 1882, the Greely party hnd 
reached 
83.24 
in 
north 
Greenland. 
They were on their return when the 
winter set in, and they camped at Fort 
Conger. 
H ere the party became des­ 
perate and split. 
Seventeen of the 
twenty-five members, under Lieuten­ 
ant Kislingbury, started off alone in 
an effort to reach civilization. Limited 
to nine pounds of baggage and food 
each, they were overcome by the ele­ 
ments, and all perished. 
The remain­ 
der of the party who remained a t Fort 
Conger were rescued by Admiral (then 
Lieutenant) W. S. Schley, U. S. N., in 
1884. 
Boy’s Gift to Explorer Found. 
Among the relics found a t F o rt Con­ 
ger were many documents relating to 
the expedition, including records in the 
handwriting of Greely, which had been 
left behind on the arrival of the res­ 
cuing party. 
One of the finds was a 
text book, and another was a temper­ 
ance hymn book. Both had belonged to 
Lieutenant Kislingbury. The flyleaf of 
the first bore Kislingbury’s nam e and 
was inscribed: 
To my dear father, from his affection­ 
ate son, H arry Kislingbury. 
May God be 
with you and return you safely to us. 
Lieutenant Kislingbury never return­ 
ed to his son, who is still living in the 
west. 
This book, which, 
with the 
hymn book, was shown by Professor 
McMillan, seemed to have been used 
by students of Assumption college, 
Sandwich, Ont., bearing the names of 
several, with the dates at which they 
had used it. 
The words “H arry Kis­ 
lingbury, Fort Custer, M ontana,” were 
also written on the flyleaf. 
Lieuten­ 
ant Kislingbury was stationed at Fort 
Custer when he received leave of ab­ 
sence to take part in the Greely expe­ 
dition. 
The song book bore the dedication: 
To Lieutenant Frederick 
Kislingbury, 
from his old friend and wellwisher, the 
author, George W. Clarke, Detroit, Mich., 
May IS, ISSI. 
Were Coat Greely Left. 
“We found Greely’s coat on the 
ground near the camp,” said Professor 
McMillan. 
“Here is one of the but­ 
tons.” 
And he produced a gilt button 
cut from the uniform worn by the ex­ 
plorer. 
“The coat was in such a good 
state of preservation,” the professor 
went on, “that I wore it. 
It served to 
keep out the cold too. 
Between the 
pages of an old magazine bearing the 
date 1880 I found, too, several photo­ 
graphic plates which had been made 
by George B. Rice, official photogra­ 
pher of the expedition. 
The plates, of 
course, were spoiled by their long ex­ 
posure to the elements.” 
A bit of grim humor w as contained 
hi the discovery of a batch of “dope 
sheets” of the trotting races held in 
the United States In 1881. These were 
^cipherable, and one m ight still see 
Eke marks where the member of the 
party whose interest in racing was 
carried into the arctic had marked his 
selections. 
Yet further insight into 
the life of the party during the long 
winter night was furnished by a note­ 
book which contained the draft of a 
speech which was evidently delivered 
at a banquet held during the long peri­ 
od of Inactivity. 
The speech began: 
“Chairman 
and 
gentlemen — thank 
God there are no ladies,” and was fill­ 
ed with semi-humorous allusions to va­ 
rious members of the party and their 
peculiarities and hobbies. The speaker 
said he was sorry to see so few faces, 
but added that stress of weather had 
prevented many from being present on 
this most “auspicious occasion.” 
Strange Musical Instrument Found. 
That the dreary period of waiting 
was not without other bits of bright­ 
ness was indicated by the finding of 
an ocarina, a perished musical instru­ 
ment once a favorite w ith those whose 
ear for music was stronger than their 
desire for harmony. 
On this instru­ 
ment was inscribed the latitude, 83.24, 
and the date, May C, 1882. 
Other evidences of the haste with 
which the party had abandoned its 
headquarters were articles of wearing 
apparel scattered about, bits of gold 
braid, fur garments which had been 
worn out, sewing outfits, buttons, etc. 
Professor 
McMillan 
also 
brought 
back souvenirs from camps of polar 
expeditions led by Commander C. H. 
Hall, U. S. N.; Admiral Sir George 
Nares, Sir John Lockwood and Roald 
, Amundsen.

TAX LEVY WILL 
BE HEAVY 


Rate of Taxation in Brainerd Will 
'Exceed that of Last Year Un­ 


less School Levy is Cut 


THE STATE LEVY IS DECREASED 


City and County Levies, However, 


Are Boosted More Than State 
Levy Has Been Cut 


County Auditor Smart has receiv­ 
ed from the state auditor a list of the 
amounts to be levied against the sev­ 
eral taxing districts of the county to 
pay the interest on state loans and 
also the levy for state taxes. 
The 
total levy for state revenue and state 
school, etc., will be 1.57 mills this 
year, against 2.10 mills last year. 
The county levy has been raised 
0.25 mills to replace the barn and 
stock lost by fire this summer. 
The 
principal addition, however, will be 
to the taxes of the city of Brainerd, 
the levy for which has been raised 
from 8.5 mills to an even IO mills. 
A portion of this raise is the levy 
made to establish a fund to pay the 
interest on the revolving fund bonds 
recently issued and there has been 
0.5 mill added to create a fund for 
the purchase of a cite and the erec­ 
tion of a municipal public building to 
be built at some time in the future. 
Auditor Smart states that unless 
there is an unprecedented and unex­ 
pected decrease in the leavy for school 
purposes, the total levy will exceed 
that of last year, when it was 40 mills 
on the dollar.

A Journey from london to East Grin 
stead, a distanee of five or six and 
twenty miles, would have taken the 
horseman past three gibbets, and it 
was Just as likely as not that from one 
or the other of them a body would be 
swinging in the wind. 
Up till the beginning of thp nine­ 
teenth century the gallows was almost 
as frequent a landmark as finger posts 
or public houses have, become now 
The traveler approaching York is dt 
reefed by the guidebooks to “turn 
round by the gallows and three wind­ 
mills.” and the road out of Durham is

Going out of Wells you “cross the 
brook and pass by the gallows.” 
Any number of such directions can 
be gleaned from the old books for I h* 
guidance of travelers a hundred years 
ago, and as these interesting objects 
were put up and the dead bodies of 
malefactors left upon them for the 
special edification of footpads and 
highwaymen there was a suggestive­ 
ness about them that must nave given 
a special piquancy to cycle touring if 
it had been in vogue at that time.- 
London News.

New 
York, 
Oct. 
I.—Twenty-five 
thousand men of arm s marched past 
the massed representatives and spe­ 
cial envoys of thirty-seven nations, 
while 
2,000,0^0 
citizens, 
seated 
in 
grandstands or standing along Fifth 
avenue, shouted themselves hoarse in 
cheers. The great military parade 
was the climax of the Hudson Fulton 
celebration. 
Although there 
were tremendous 
ovations for each body of American 
troops and unstinted applause in over­ 
whelming 
volume 
for 
the 
British 
sailors, the most conspicuous recep 
Hon of the day went to the sailors of 
the German fleet, a picked body of 
magnificent 
men, 
who, 
as 
they 
reached tho reviewing stand, fell into 
the formal slapslap of the parade 
goosestep and burst into “My Countr> 
’Tis of Thee” with an overwhelming 
volume of brasses and a fervor which 
took away the breath of the listeners. 
The benches sat silent for a moment 
and then, rising bareheaded to their 
feet, cheered and cheered again, un 
til the voices gave way and they could 
only wave hats and handkerchiefs in 
a long echo of applause. 
There was 
ample 
evidence that 
whatever may be the Interest In his­ 
toric pageants and parades of mer­ 
chant ships past anchored men-o’-war. 
gold braid, bugles and the roll of 
drums have lost none of their fasci­ 
nation for tho great mass of the pub­ 
lic. 
For the first, time during the 
Hudson-Fulton 
celebration 
all 
the 
small towns within striking distance 
of New York suspended business tq 
watch the parade pass the court of 
honor and Hie official reviewing stand, 
of the sailors and marines of seven 
visiting nations, the regular soldiers, 
the bluejackets, the national guard 
and the naval militia of the United 
States and the police of New York. 


Equal Never Before Seen. 
So many rrum representing so many 
branches of the war departments of 
the world have not been seen on 
American streets before; 
so many 
wearing American colors have not 
been seen since the days of the Civil 
war. 
Those in line out numbered tho en­ 
listed roll of the American regular 
army 
before 
the 
Spanish-A’verican 
war. 
Four thousand four hundred po­ 
lice kept the erowi in line and at the 
same time, by a special system of 
platoon reliefs, the regular and re­ 
serve force of every precinct in the 
city was maintained at its full work­ 
ing force. 
The parade followed strictly the or- | 
dor of official precedence. 
First came , 
Admiral Sir Edward Seymour's men, 
the bluejackets and marines of the 
British fleet, then the Germans, and 
following, the men of The Netherlands 
and the Italian midshipmen in com­ 
pany front, with their sailors bringing 
up the rear. Then came the represen­ 
tatives of the United States, the coast 
artillery, carrying the new service 
Springfields for the first time, the 
united marine band of tne Atlantic 
fleet in scarlet and gold with a sprink­ 
ling of Filipino musicians blowing 
bravely, the m arine corps, the sailors 
of the various ships of the fleet in 
division front, the naval militia, the 
national guard and lastly, the drab- 
garbed regulars. 
The cadets of the 
Argentine training 
ship, trim and 
youthful, found a place between the 
American sailors and the naval mi 
litia. 
The parade marked the climax, so 
far as spectacles go, of the celebration 
in Greater New York. 
There remains 
the carnival parade, but, though dif­ 
ferent in appearance, it does not vary 
in essence from the historical pageant 
of last Tuesday. 
The airship and 
aeroplane flights continue, but the 
public has already had a first taste of 
them, and this morning saw the de­ 
parture up the river of a part of the 
naval concourse, which more than 
any one thing has drawn the crowd 
and given the celebration Internation­ 
al dignity. The torpedo flotilla, sub­ 
marines and naval auxiliaries, with 
one of the light draught scout cruis­ 
ers, followed by a parade of merchant 
craft, will leave today to escort the 
Half Moon and the Clermont from 
their present anchorage to Newburgh, 
where they will be formally turned 
over to the celebration’s ‘‘Upper Hud­ 
son division.” which will continue the 
festivities for a week to come.
